They 
were sealed after having been e¢xam- 
ined, and thus were free to pass the 
frontier He asked for a note, 
which used to be commonly issued 
tothe effect that the bearer and his 
be sent through as 
speedily as possible, but this was 
refused, and he was informed that 
these certificates were no longer 
given out. 

A friend of his who had come in 
to Germany a few days before told 
him that on reaching Warnemunde 
tickets were given out and that 
passengers were examined in the 
order of the number on their ticket; 
so he arranged matters with the con- 
ductor of the train from Berlin. He 
told him where to stand just before 
they reached Warnemunde, pointed 
out to him, when he arrived, the 
man who gave out the tickete—and 
he received No. 1. 

He had with him a large trunk, 
two gripa, and a hatbox, and bis ex- 
perience coming into Germany led 
him to believe that unless he wag 
well up in the line he might pos- 
sibly be held over in Warnemunde 
until the following day. As the 
steamer he planned to take for the 
United States sailed from Copenbas- 
en the next day, it was essential 
that he should not be detained. 

Entering a building right by the 
train, he was told to go through «a 
long room, and was halted at the 
door of another room and asked to 


| produce his passport. After it had

been carefully scrutinized he was 
passed into another room, 
he found a porter with his grips and 
hatbox, and he was asked to iden~- 
tify his trunk. All his luggage was 
then placed on a wooden bench, and 
an officer and subofficer came over 
to take charge of the examination. 
Fortunately for him, the sub-officer 
had lived in New York for eight

The prisoner of war in our day ls the 
‘subject of an elaborate code of rules 
| Graws up at meetings of The Hague 
‘peace conference. No property must 
‘be taken from him except arms and 
military equipment. He must not be 
| kept in close confinement if that can 
‘be avoided, and if possible bis parole 
must be accepted. He may be set to 
/ apy work for which he is reasonably 
‘fitted—although officers are not bound 
(to work—but be must be allowed a 
laimilar standard of life and credited 
| with a similar scale of pay to that 
| which obtains amoug the soldler-artif- 
ltcers of the conquering nation, 

When set free the cost of his mainte 
‘eunce will be deducted and he will re 
ceive the balance In cash. He may be 
shot when trying to escape, but if 
| caught alive he must not be punished 
— by curtailment of his liberty. 
These are 4 few of the many rules by 
which all civilized nations are now

1 am persuaded that a great deal of 
unnecessary anxiety and sorrow is 
borne by loved ones at home, becanre 
of a hittle lack of knowledge of facta.

come under our observation. [ am, 
therefore, writing a word or two about 
casualty liste. 

« The fact that-your lad's name is on 
the casualty list, does not of itself 
imply that he is seriously wounded 
He may only have a slight shrapnel 
wound, which if at home would not 
keep him away from his work, but the 
authorities take mo chances. He is 
sent at once to the rearand kept there 
until all danger of infection is passed, 
and he is fit for service. It is a law 
of the service to treat every case with 
recaution, hence casualty lists are 
arge, and many —_— return to 
convalescent camp, bare hospitals and, 
front again. Uf his case is “danger 
ously Hl” a telegram or cable is always 
sent to next of kin, and here.O-C.'s o 
hospitals insist upon cases being 
placed.on the danger list, if there is 
the slightest danger. We find that 
many caees on the danger list soon 
come off and the patient recovers. Do 
not worry unless you get 4 cable 
“dangerously ill” and here again re 
member he has a chance of recovery. 

While the cases of distressing muti- 
lation are all too many, yet they are 
comparatively few, and therefore do 
not conclude that, bewause your lad ts 
wounded-heust of necessity be one 

*Mose cases which are so frequent.

Majesty presents himself as the calm 
observer of European-tendencies for 
Many years past, and as one being 
certain that the great war would 
come, striving the best for his coun- 
try in the dangerous circumstances. 

“Many people regarded .me as ex- 
aggerating,”” he says, “perhaps as a 
visionary, when I held that it was in- 
dispensable for us to be on our guard. 
judging the war as certain according 
'to all calenlations and all, foresight. 
But every year I gathered personal 
impressions, every year I noticed 
how, far from being removed, the 
danger increased, how international 
relations appeared more delicate, 
more Hable to break, how the atti- 
tude of all concerned became colder 
and more reserved. That is why, in 
spite of all the optimists, I influenced 
eo far as it was permitted to me to 
do so, our policy before the war, 
which was conducted with an ex- 
treme prudence in regarding the war 
as.inevitable sooner or later, and in 
subordinating ultimately to that 
grave-and supreme hypothesia~ our 
conjectures, our international rela- 
tions, and our ententes, Certainly 
that was an elementary prudence. 
One course only was presented: to 
follow a loyal policy with regard to 
all, a clear definite policy aiming at 
assistance towards amicable settle- 
ment when possible, recognizing the 
obligations that our geographical sit- 
vation and our circumstances In Mo-~- 
recco and the Mediterranean Impose 
upon us, but yet a policy of such a 
kind that if war did burst upon the 
world Spain would then find herself 
able freely and openly to select her 
attitude without failing in any of her 
engagements and without inspiring 
the distrust of anyone.”’

tendji to Tshernavoda, near the Da- 
nube end of the canal, can be walked 
on a good day in spring in eight to 
nine hours. By cutting this isthmus 
the Romans calculated on linking the 
Danube with the Black Sea so that 
they might avoid the shoals and 
sandbanks which more or less choke 
all the rivers’ mouths, save the 5Su- 
lina. While digging the canal ther 
heaped up the earth taken from the 
vast trench upon the right bank, per- 
haps with the intention of using it 
as a means of defence, And to this 
day the folk of Tshernavoda term it 
“Trajan’s Wall.’ The canal in their 
neighborhood, is still full of water, 
but it ultimately disappears among 
the marshes farther eastward. 

One strange feature of this melan- 
choly, waterlogged region of marshes 
and knolls are the numerous barrows 
or tumuli which rise from all parts 
of the coast wherever the Romans 
made entrenchments and camps. 
Many of them are so large as to give 
the appearance of natural hills. Some 
have thought tha? they mark the 
place of sepulchre uf the officers and 
men killed in defensive warfare 
against the wild barbarians of the 
north. Others have conjectured that 
they for.a the burial-place of the 
slaves once engaged in the extensive 
works in this region. 

It is Interesting.to note that tra- 
dition in the Dobrudja ascribes its 
generally uncultivated, desolate con- 
dition to the Russians duriag the 
war with Turkey, terminating ix the 
Treaty of Adrianople, 1827. The 
Russian army when it withdrew not 
only reduced the few towns [to & 
state Of chaos, but, according te 
tradition, also let in the Danube, 
flooding the more northerly and west~- 
erly parts of the Dobrudja and ren- 
fering them fit only for the vultures 
and wild-fow] (hat are still so sum- 
ereus there. 


were retiring without 
their machine gun, Lieut. Wilkinson 
rushed forward, and with two of bis 
men, got the gun into action, and 
held up the enemy till they were re- 
lieved.

With great pluck 
and promptness, he mounted & ma- 
chine gun on top of the parapet and 
dispersed the enemy bombers. Sub- 
sequently he made two most gallant 
attempts to bring in wounded men, 
but in bis second attempt was shot 
through the heart, just before reach- 
ing his man. Throughout the day 
he set a magnificent example of 
courage and self-sacrifice.” 

The: Victoria Cross also is awarded 
to the Rev, Willlam Robert Addison, 
chaplain, who early lived in a Canta- 
dian lumber camp. He carried & 
wounded man and assisted several 
others to cover. By his splendid ex- 
ample of utter disregard of danger 
he encouraged the stretcher-bearers 
to go forward under a heavy fire. 


To Popularize Sheep Raising. 

A echeme for popularizing sheep 
breeding in counties of the Province 
of Ontario is being promoted by the 
Agricultural Department. The plan 
is to take five counties, the names 
of which have not been selected yet, 
and applications will be received 
from each of these counties from 
farmers’ sons and others who have 
taken one of the short courses under 
district representatives, In each 
county @ competition will be held fn 
sheep judging, and the boy who 
makes the best record and whose fa- 
ther is not now raising sheep, and 
who conforms to the conditions, will 
be given a flock of six.ewes. He has 
to agree to keep records of the cost 
and other things. The ewes become 
the property of the lads for two 
years. At the end of two years from 
the time that they took them over 
they turn back to the Live Stock 
Branch two sbearling ewes, at the 
end of the third year two more, and 
at the end of the fourth year other 
two. By this period the boys will 
have given back six shearling ewes.

Strides of Progress in the Past Seventy-four Years 


In 1843, i.e., seventy-four years ago. 
there took place what was known as 
the Disruption in the Church of Seot- 
land, but seven years previous to that 
date a number of Presbyterian fami- 


lies settled in the township of Madoc 
and received occasional supplies from 
the Presbytery of Kingston, ‘then un- 
der the Kirk of Scotland. But Can- 
ada had a little Disruption of her own 
one year after the Scottish Disruption, 
consequently the great majority of 
the Presbyterian families in Madoc 
east in their lot with the Free Church 
of Scotland, and they received occa- 
sional supplies from the missionaries 
of that y:

In those dave Church discipline 
meant something. It is recorded that 
a member was seen in an intoxicated 
condition and he was cited to appear 
before the Session. He did not attend. 
He was summoned a second time and 
again he failed to put in an appear- 
ance. Then it was agreed to suspend 
him from all church privileges for con- 
tempt of court till he manifested spirit 
of repentance and submitted to the 
Session. The Session also refused to 
baptise a child of a man who was not 
a member of the Church, and the or- 
dinance was withheld until he prom- 
ised that he would become a member 
at the first opportunity. 

Passing now from the pastorate of 
Mr. Chestnut we come to that of the 
Rev. Dayid Wishart.the man in whose 
memory this meeting is being held to- 
night. On April 6th, 1850, almost ex- 
actly 60 years . Mr. Wishart was 
ordained and inducted. On that oc- 
casion Mr. Hume,of Melrose, preached; 
Mr. Gregg. Belleville, defended Pres- 
bytery: Mr. Chambers, Picton, ad- 
dressed the minister ; and Mr. Thom 
son, Trenton, the people. The records

At a farmers’ meeting recently held 
in Western Ontario, one farmer stated 
that he had purchased seed wheat 
which had a little “bunt” or stinking 
smut in it, but thought it was not 
worth while treating it. As a result 
he had a badly smutted crop, causing 
a decreased yield and disagreeable 
threshing, and he was docked 20 cents 
per bushel when he marketed it. 

The formalin treatment for stinking 
smut of wheat and smut of oats is 
effective and easily applied. The for- 
malin is mixed with water at the rate 
of,.ehe pound to 45 gallons of water, 
and the grain is either immersed in 
the solution or sprinkled with it until 
every kernel is thoreughly wet. The 
grain should then be placed in a pile 
and covered with sacks or blankets 
for several hours or over night. © It 
should then be dred. sufficiently to 
run through the seeder. Care must 
be taken to prevent the treated grain 
from coming into contact with sacks, 
blankets or floors upon which there 
oe be smutspores. 

Then the'treStment has been prop- 
erly performed, treated seed will prae- 
tically always oe better yields than 
untreated seed. Try it for yourself 
with your seed for 1917.—F.C.N.

And 
so St. Columba, the Scottish saint. was 
given an honored place among the 
saints of Jewish blood, Though Mr. 
Wishart was released of a portion of 
his charge his missionary zeal was not 
in the least abated, for at the very 
next meeting of session he repor 
that he had visited the Hastings road, 
now Thanet, and there to 18 persons 
had dispensed the Communion at the 
home of Mrs. Brett, and at the next 
meeting he reported that he*had again 
dispensed the Sacrament at another 
house in the same neighborhood. 

Thus. far I have been reading the 
names of persons who have passed 
away, but now we come to the name 
of one who is still with us and who, 
we hope, will long continue with us. 
I find that Miss Ann Cross, in 1867, 
was received as a member of the 
Charch on profession of faith. She is 
apparently the only surviving mem- 
ber of the songs ation as it existed 
at that period. What thie congrega- 
tion owes to her fidelity, to her cae 
iful example and to te devotion to 
duty is more than it can ever repay. 

In 1860 the Hastings Koad congrega- 
tion was erected into a se te 
charge and an ordained missionary 
was sent to labor fhere. 

By 1800 the Session had again be- 
come sadly depleted. One elder died, 
another withdrew and a thirdremoved 
to Western Ontario. Then it was 
that Mesars. A. F. Wood. Horace Sey- 
mour, Alex. Gordon, Wm. Inkster,. 
Joho Tassie and Wm. Leslie were 
elected to the eldership. Mr.‘Wood

War in Brief, 


The past week has been. so far as 
what has been published indicates, one 
of calm as compared with the tamult- 
uous events of the week previous. 
No more crowns have been thrown in- 
to the waste basket as yet, nor have 
reporta.of great battles come to hand. 

tending between the lines of the 
news that has filtered over the wires 


one can, hewever, see indications of 


things happening behind the screen of 
the censorship which may prove quite 
as important as the great events re- 
corded in last week's.issne, With the 
abolition of the monarchy and all that 
the monarchy stood for in Russia, 
there has been something like a gen- 
eral break-down of discipline and che 
flood gates of discussion have been 
thrown wide open. Two particilarly 
significant things have happened in 
this connection ; the red flag of social- 
ism, symbolic of the common color of 
all human blood and symbolic there- 
fore of the idea of universal brother- 
hood, was hoisted in some of the Rus- 
sian trenches directly after the dispos- 
ition of the czar, and Socialists in Pet- 
rograd have called on their fellows in 
the trenches to fraternize with their 
fellow socialists in Germany and end 
the war. 

So many unlooked for things have 
happened since the great conflict be- 

an that anything may happen now. 
e German commanders, still main- 
taining iron discipline in Germany.

| some of the imperfections of haste 
and emergency, but it was far more 
scientifically organized, and it had 
far better) medical, transport, and 
supply « than the armies sent 

forth by a much more populous Brit- 
ain in earlier wars. Let us recapitul- 
ate: : 

Great Britain, in 1793, sent abroad 
about 10,000 men, badly found, in 

| about etx monthe. 

Great Britain, in 1854, sent abroad 
about $0,000 men, badly found, 

about six months. 

Canada, im 1914, sent abroad 
about 33,000 men, on the whole well 
found, in two months. 

Even Wellington never had more 
than 46,000 or 45,000 British infan- 
try, cavalry, and artillery at his com- 
mand, and that was after the Penin- 
sular war bad been several years 
under way. Always a peace-loving 
country, Great Britain never would 


keep a considerable standing army,. 


and so it was that she always made 
a poor showing in the early stages of 
every military conflict into which 
she was drawn. She never armed on 
a large scale until the cause of hu- 
man freedom-was well nigh lost. 
Then she went in and saved it. Over 
and over again in the last three cen- 
turies she has gone late to the rescue, 
and always in the end successfully, 
if at great cost. In the present in- 
stance she had only her navy ready 
|—a navy strong enough to hold the 
/enomy in eheck until she prepared 
| her land forces to join the embat- 
| tled forees of the Allies. As an

the Ontario Government: to & much 
greater extent than in the past. The 
Ontario Department of Agriculture is 
to extend its educational work by 
the establishment in the east of 4& 
large agricultural school. The an- 
nouncement was made recently by 


Hon. James Duff, who stated that 
the new school would be established 
at Kemptville, in the County of 
Grenville, and that plans for 
buildings and for organizing the 
work are being undertaken at once. 
The total capital cost will be appros- 
imately $100,000 and the scheme 
will be financed with moneys re 
ceived under the Federal Agricul- 
tural Instruction Act. An 
ment to this effect has just been ap 
proved by the Ministe: of Agricul- 
ture at Ottawa. 

The new echool will make more 
available practical education in ag- 
riculture and domestic science at a 
point where it will be readily acces 
sible and involve a minimum of ex- 
pense to the students. According to 
Hon. Mr. Duff it is not proposed to 
duplicate anything already being 
done in the province unless it is to 
some extent the first ‘ 
the course at the Ontario. Agricul- 
tural College. a 

“Our experience has shown,” he 
said, “that there are a large number 
of young men between the ages of 
sixteen and twenty-five who have left 
school and yet would like to take ad- 
vantage of furitber education in their 
chosen vocation if it can be secured 
reasonably convenient. There has 
also been a demand for education in 
domestic science among the young 
women in the rural districts, and it 
is the intention of this enterprise to 
meet this demand. as far as pos- 


le.” 

The Minister stated that the 
courses would be made as useful and 
practical.as possible. In agriculture 
there would be no course longer than 
two years and there would probably 
be a number of short courses. 
intimated that it was possible that 
the term will extend for only about 
five months in the winter season and 
a diploma be granted at the end of 
two terms. 

Hon, Mr. Duff stated that the land 
in connection with the school, ex- 
cept that used for experimental pur- 
poses, would be used as a practical 
farming proposition, putting in use 
the best methods available. Dairy- 
ing, which is one of the chief indus- 
tries of the eastern counties, would 
occupy a large part in the practical 
work. The course in domestic 
science would be at the outset main- 
ly short courses of perhaps three 
months’ duration. 

“In selecting a site,” he stated, 
“eonsiderable care has been exercis- 
ed.

ROF. HUGO MUNSTERBERG

He wrote letters to the newspapers 
over his own signature, and over the 
signature of others. He interviewed 
editors and public men, and though 
rebuffed time and again he would re- 
appear whenever an opportunity 
presented itself. In the past few 
months he changed his methods, for 
he had come to the conclusion that 
the sentiment of the American people 
could not be turned against Great 
Britain. Then he came forth with 
the proposal that Germany, Britain, 

the United States should form 
an alliance which should guarantee 
their own future and the peace of the 
world, Ridicule met this suggestion 
and gradually Munsterberg fell 
silent. His classes at Harvard, which 
used to be perhaps the most numer- 
ously attended at the university, fell 
away from kim. His superiors at the 
great American seat of learning 
spoke out strongly in opposition to 
his teaching. His influence, except 
with German-Americans, disappear- 
ed. His former standing as a pésy- 
chologist was forgotten, and the pub- 
lic generally came to regard him as 
a pest. Nor is it Hkely that when 
the war is over his former reputation 
will be revived. 

Hugo Munsterberg was moved to 
say last year in one of the periods 
in which be was subjected to Ameri- 
can criticia for his ardent advocacy 
of the German cause: “I am a Ger- 
man and have never intended to be 
anything else.” He had prolonged 
his stay in the United States chiefly 
because he had become ‘“‘fascinated 
by the hope to help toward interna- 
tional amity.” He conceived his 
task to be that of an interpreter “of 
the German ideals to the English- 
speaking lands, and the Anglo-Saxon 
ideals to Germany.” He incessantly 
eulogised German kultur and pro- 
phesied that it would spread over all 
nations, but he denied that he had 
participated in any political action of 
the German Americans.
